Treatment of Skin Trouble 
M any skin conditions, while not 
painful, may be discomforting and 
persist 
throughout 
life. 
One 
of 
these is known as psoriasis. 
In this condition, red patches ap­ 
pear on the skin. The patches are 
covered w ith fine, gray scales which 
leave a tiny, bleeding point when 
they fall off. T here m ay be som e 
itching. Often, this disease may be 
accompanied bv arth ritis or inflam ­ 
m ation cf the Joints. The patches 
are usually present on the elbows, 
knees, and back, as well as on other 
parts of the body. 
U nfortunately, the exact cause of 
this condition has not been discov­ 
ered, nor has any m ethod of perm a­ 
nent cure as yet been developed. 
However, it has been found th a t coal 
tar preparations 
do 
cause 
the 
patches to disappear for th e time 
being a t least. 
According to Dr. Ellis and his co­ 
workers, a crude coal tar prepara­ 
tion made up in an alcoholic solu­ 
tion is quickly and easily applied 
to the skin rash. 
The treatm en t 
Is easily carried out, is pleasant, and 
requires no hospital care. 
The preparation used is known as 
liquor carfconis 
d e te rg e r. 
Some 
salicylic a d d may be added to it in 
long-continued cases. H ie prepara­ 
tion is painted en the rash every 
night and is washed off the next 
m orning, 
in 
addition, 
treatm ent 
with ultra-violet rays m ay be used 
and is often found helpful. 
If the rash has recently developed, 
rapid im provem ent will occur. W hen 
the rash has been present a long 
tim e, a longer period will be requir­ 
ed before it disappears. The affected 
skin m ay heal completely in Dom 
two and or.e-half to 15 weeks. 
It is rare for any sensitivity to 
the treatm ent to develop. In one 
aeries of cases studied it was found 
necessary to give it up in only one 
cast* out of forty. 


Of course, this treatm ent should 
be carn ied out under the direction 
of a physician. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
D. G.: W hat is m eant by a m as­ 
titis breast tum or? 
Answer: M astitis is an inflam m a­ 
tion of the breasts. Such •inflam m a­ 
tion may be due to tum or form a­ 
tion. It is strongly 
advised 
th a t 
every tum or in the breast be exam ­ 
ined by a physician so th at cancer 
may be detected early if it is pres­ 
ent. However, m ost tum ors of the 
breast are not due to cancer.
